Rochester, N. Y., January 13.—Ar- 
rested as she claimed her trunk in the 
New York Central railroad = sta- 
tion today Mrs. Edith Melber, a pretty 
widow who says she is 23 years of 
age, of Schenectady, confessed tonight, 
according to the police, that in a 
swamp near Albany last Friday after- 
noon she gave her 5-year-old son, 
George, carbolic acid, from the effects 
of which he died. 

She was then locked up on acharge 
of first degree murder, and will be 
returned to Albany in the morning. 

In explanation of her crime, the 
polic say, Mrs. Melber asserts that she 
has been a widow four years, during 
which time she has nad a struggle to 
eare for herself and her child, and 
that this battle for existence drove her 
to take the boy’s life. 

Widow of Unusual Attraction. 

She is an unusually attractive 
young woman, and at the end of her 
examination was unnerved and wept 
hysterically. 

The police were able to make the 
arrest this afternoon by keeping 
watch in the New York Central station 
over a cheap new trunk that had been 
checked from Schenectady and that 
was. believed to be the property of 
Mrs. Melber. 

When the woman appeared to get it 
soon after o’¢lock she was taken 
into custody. 

Mrs. Melber, when placed under ar- 
rest, declared she had given her child 
to an uncle, wHo was to have taken 
him to Chicago and care for him. 
When she had made her confession, 
according to the police, she said she 
gmave the acid when he asked for a 
drink. 

The police say there is a burn, as if 
by acid, on the woman’s hand, and 
that other stains are on her clothing 
which indicate, they allege, that the 
child did not take the acid without 
struggling. 

Mrs. Melber says she left Schenec- 
tady yesterday afterhoon, and came to 
Rochester to look for work. She 
stayed in the. rooms of the Young 
Women’s Christian Association at 
night, and said she was looking for 
work today. In the woman’s trunk 
were her own clothing and that of the 
little boy.

Fleming Smith, at Jesup, in December, 
1908, W. B. Lyens, former sheriff of 
Wayne county, told the story of the 
killing on the witness stand at his 
trial here today.

The 
state again began putting up witnesses 
and it seems probable that the case 
cannot be finished before at least the 
middle of next week. 
Says Prosecutors Political 

Former Sheriff Lyens said his prose- 
cutors, eighty in number, were his po- 
litical enemies, and related to each 
other, and that many of them had been 
arrested by him while he was sheriff. 
His son was his deputy, and the father 
stated they were so heavily armed be- 
cause it was “customary in Wayne 
county to take prisoners away from 
sheriffs.”” He said that Smith trie@ to 
kill him and his son, and he fired first 
self-defense.

Washington, January 13.—-That the 
senate at this session must face the 
question as to whether the constitu- 
tion shall be amended so as to require 
the election of senators by direct vote 
of'the people was made apparent to- 
day.

A lengthy statement covering about 
two hours, in which W. B. Lyens re- 
hearsed in his own way the case and 
the prefudices leading up to the kill- 
ing, was listened to with eager Inter- 
est by the court and the crowd of 
spectators who had gathered to hear it. 

A. B. Kelly, sworn, said that he 
wrote a letter to The Cordele Rambler, 
that he wrote the truth; that he 
no assistance from anyone, and 
one had anything to do with it;

Witness admitted 
that his wife was related to the Lyens 
family.

He characterized this 
reorganization as amounting merely 
to the substitution of one illegal form 
of holding together the oil companies 
for another illegal form. The first was 
the “trust” of 1882 whereby the stock of 
the owners of various oil companies 
was put into the hands of trustees, and 
the second, the “Standard of New 
Jersey.”

Ever sir.ce the arrest of Mrs. Schenk 
last November, there have been intl!- 
mations and actual statements by the 
prosecuting attorney that “a well- 
known young man of Wheeling” would 
be called by the state to show a prob- 
able motive for the alleged poisoning. 
Daniel Phillips, a piano salesman, was 
called today. He is a scion of one of 
Wheeling’s first families. 

Phillips Telly of Long Rides. 

Phillips told of long automobile 
rides with the accused, at her invita- 
tion, for more than eighteen months 
before her arrest. During the last 
year, he staid, Mrs. Schenk talked to 
him about plans to grocure a divorce, 
and later talked almost constantly of 
the strong probabilities of her hus- 
bang@'’s death, 

Phillips admitteq that Mrs. Schenk, 
on various occasions, had given him 
costly presents, among them a dia- 
mond pin and a smoking jacket: but 
he denied any knowledge of the pur- 
chase for him of a $300 fur overcoat, 
which, it has been alleged. he was to 
have. received the very day she was 
arrested and lodged in fail. 

The state attempted several times by 
adroit questions to establish intimacy 
between the witness and the defend- 
ant, but to all questions along this 
line Phillips refused answer on the 
Sround that he would incriminate 
himself. He was sustained by the 
court in this position. 

Mrs. Schenk Visited Phillips Often. 

Phillips testified that after he be- 
came acquainted with Mrs. Schenk she 
Visited his place of business so often 
that he was forced to ask her to stop 
coming. She then resorted to the tele- 
phone and he was called so often that 
this means of communication was 
finally abandoned. She then sent her 
chauffeur, Lundy Wilson, with notea, 
according to Phillips, or had the 
chauffeur cal] up Phillips to make ar- 
rangements for automobile rides. He 
told of meeting the accused at Mar- 
tin’s Ferry and other Ohio points. 
Beer, wine and sandwiches, he said, 
were always taken on these rides. 

Philllps admitted further, under the 
rain of questions by the prosecution, 
that on nearing thefr destination, @ 
point near Smithfield, Ohio, the ree 
freshments would be disposed of, the 
chauffeur dismissed, and that he and 
Mrs. Schenk would remain in the car. 
When they desired to return to the 
city Wilson would be summoned by 
a certain signal on the automobile 
horn. The witness exhibited much 
nervousness on the stand and he hesi- 
tated in hid replies. 

Mra. Schenk Greatly Agitated. 

Mrs. Schenk was agitated more than 
at any time during the trial, keeping 
her head lowered and fumbling with 
Papers on the table wnefore her. The 
defense refused to cross-examine the 
witness, and he almost fied from the 
court room after his testimony had 
been given. 

The testimony for the day was 
started when the state called Dr. O. 
W. Burdatts, a dentist. Burdatts ex- 
amined Mr. Schenk’s teeth on October 
20, five days before the removal ef 
the latter to the hospital, and noticed 
a b'ue line on the gums. He testified 
that this was not due to any diseased 
condition, but must have come from 
other cauges. 

Chemist Found Arsenic in Water. 

Professcr John W. Mallett, F. R. &, 
of the University of Virginia, one of 
the chemical experts who tested the 
mineral water alleged to have been 
poisoned, testified that the sample of 
water sent him contained eigtht-tentns 
of a grain of pure white arsenic to 
the pint, or eighty grains of Fowler's 
solution, the common form of arsenic. 
Edward McCallister, a drugg‘st, from 
whom thé supply of mineral water was 
purchased, as well as a quinine elixir, 
was sure neither of the bottles con- 
tained either sugar of lead or arsenic. 

Dr. J. T. Thornton was one of the 
chief witnesses put on the stand by 
the state, and he was recalled in the 
afternoon. He conducted bleed and 
other tests in an effort to precure @ 
correct diagnosis of the cxese. In an- 
swer to a hypothetical question by 
Prosecutor Handlan, ‘he said that the 
symptoms alleged to have been shown 
by Schenk might have been due to 
lead poison. Symptoms erumerated in 
a second hypothetical question indi- 
cated arsenic poisoning, ae said. 

On cross-examination he admitted 
that the same symptoms might be due 
to serious disorders of the stomach, 
which was the chief point scored by 
Y sana Guring the day. — =

Jackson, Miss., January 13.—The ar- 
rest here last night of J. C. Masters 
and Thomas H. Sibley, promoters of 
the Albemarle Development Company, 
of Albemarle, N, C., charged with using 
the mails in a scheme to defraud, is 
the resultgof an exhaustive investiga- 
tioh by postoffice inspectors, and other 
arrests ir three or more states are ex- 
pected to follow. 

Sibley has been this state for

Washington, January 13.—(Special.) 
‘Americus and Valdosta have both filed 
protests against the population: ac- 
credited to them by the bureau of 
the census and ask for a recount, but 
Census Director Durand announces 
that it is too late. The record is 
closed. 

According to the official figures 
made public at noon of January 11, 
Valdosta is given 7,656 people and 
Americus 8,063. The latter city claims 
that it should have 8,463, as the work 
of the census enumerators was check- 
ed up by other enumerators employed 
by the chamber of commerce, and the 
latter found 400 more people than the 
census men.

to the chamber of commerce. 


The more important features of Mercer's needs, as disclosed by 


| the committee’s report, were an increase in the present endowment, 


approximately half a million dollars, and an expansion of grounds, 


| plant and equipment. 


None of these requirements should be difficult of fulfillment 
by a city of Macon’s wealth and public enterprise. ~ 

As The Constitution has previously stated, the people of At- 
lanta will co-operate with Macon in creating a Greater Mercer. 

That project is, after all, a state-wide one, involving one of the 
greatest religious denominations in Georgia and appealing to every 
city, town and county in the state, regardless of size, pretensions 
or location. 

The ultimate decision is, of course, with the Baptist State Con- 
vention. 

The committee charged with investigating the removal project 
must report back to this body, and the whole matter must be 
threshed out and determined on the floor of the convention. 

But there is no reason on earth why Macon should not present 
to the convention as convincing claims for the retention of Mercer 
as any other locality, or the convention committee itself, could pre- 
sent for its removal. 

The subject for immediate commendation is that Macon is alive 
to the need of such steps as will enable her to retain this great in- 
stitution, whose name and traditions have so long been associated 
with those of the Central City.

CONSERVING THE COMING ATLANTAN. 


As announced recently in The Constitution, Dr. Robert G. 
Stephens, medical inspector for the public schools, has established 
regular daily office hours for the benefit of scholars and patrons of 
the system.’ He will be at home to students ‘referred to him by} 
principals, or to parents of students, in his office in the Bovs’ High 
school building between the hours of 1 and 2 o’clock each day, 
Sundays excepted. 

It ts the suggestion of Superintendent Slaton that parents con- 
tinuously co-operate with the medical inspector in raising the health 
efficiency of the school population. No better way exists of accom. 
plishing that end than in consulting immediately with the inspector 
where physical or other defects in the child are suspected. 

With children, the adage which teaches that a stitch in time 
saves nine is intensified. Correction of seeming trivial defects in 
the years of early childhood is calculated to go a long way toward 
lessening probabilities of later or adule ills, which might require 


| tedious, expensive and painful methods to combat or remove. 


In this connection it is well to remember that Superintendent 
Slaton has recommended that the city employ an additional medica] 
inspector and two additional female nurses—all three of whom shal! 
assist the present force. 

The recommendation is an urgent one. 

Already the city’s system of medical inspection of its school 
population has more than justified the expense and time invested 
in it, from the standpoints equally of the child and the municipality. 

But considering that Atlanta has a present schoo] population 
reaching many thousands, it is evident at a glance that it is a phvs- 
ical impossibility for the present staff to adequately discharge its 
functions.

Americus, Ga., January 13.—(Spe- 
cial.) ——Fifty thousand peach trees ap- 
proximately are being cut down today 
in the great Bagley-Ray peach orch- 
ard near Americus, the largest peach 
orchard in the world, containing as it 
does a quarter of a million trees. 

Three hundred acres wt] thus be 
cleareq of old trees ang the land plant- 
ed in cotton. Two hundred thousand 
trees remaining will afford the com- 
pany considerably more fruit than can 
be handled, as was conclusively dem- 
onstrated last season, when hundreds 
of tons of fine fruit were left untouch-

Two Trains Crash on 
New York Central. 


Engine of Passenger Train Tel- 
escopes Pullman and Smashes 
Into the Day Coach---Believed 
Some of the Injured Will 
Die. 


(Batavia, N. Y., January 13.—Five 
men are dead, two are probably fatal- 
ly ingpred and over a score were more 
or less seriously hurt in the wreck 
of the Western Express and the Bos- 
ton and Buffalo Special, both west 
bound, on the New York Central here 
early today. Four of the victims were 
Killed instantly, one has since died and 
two of the injured in the hospital are 
not expected to live through the night. 

The Boston and Buffalo Specdal train 
No. 49, was at a standstill in the yards 
when, it is alleged by railroad offi- 
cials, Engineer J. B. Lydell, of Buf- 
falo, on the Western Express, train 
No, 23, ran past cautionary signs and 
crashed into the rear of the standing 
train. The signals, the superintend- 
ent declares, were in excellent. work- 
ing erder:

Rails Icy and Fog Thick. 

A heavy fog hung over everything 
this morning and a drizzling rain, 
which at timeg increased to a smart 
shower, was turned to ice the moment 
it touched anything. 

The windows of engines and coaches 
were opaque and the rails were cov- 
ered with a coating of ice which re- 
formed immediately after each pass- 
ing train. 

Train No. 49 arrived. at * Syracuse 
ahead of No23, and thus took prece- 
dence on the western division between 
there and Buffalo. [It was ahead of 
time at Batavia and was waiting the 
signal from the conductor to start on 
time. 

Train No. 23 followed closely be- 
hind. Engineer Lydell admits that he 
saw a cautionary light 4,000 feet east 
of the station and the rallroal offi- 
cCials say he also admits having passed 
a signal set against him. When Lydell 
Saw the tail lights of the express 
through the fog it was too late to pre- 
vent the disaster. He jammed on the 
airbrakes, reversed and with a cry of 
warning to his fireman, leaped for his 
life. 

The flying train, with scarcely ap- 
preciable check, owing to the ice on 
the rails, ploughed into the Pullman 
coach, the last car on the standing 
train. The heavy coach wes tele- 
scoped and tossed to one side, the en- 
gine tearing on throfigh the wreckage 
to the next car, a day coach.
